No slaughtering of animals for sale for human consumption took place 
| in the Urban Area owing to the centralisation of Blaughtering» 
The carcase and organs of 37 cottagers pigs were inspectod. 3 Pig's 
heads and 2 plucks, 1 ect of mesentry, and 1 forequarter (42,ibs) 
were found to affected with tuberculosis and surrendered. 1 Pig's 
Carcase and organs were surrendered with swine erysipelas.
